Sparks from Father Mark 

This past Tuesday, the whole community 
catechesis core team met again, and we will 
continue to meet every week as we begin to 
put into place this new method of faith 
formation, which is for everyone who is part 
of our parish family. It is not simply for 
parents with children. If you are a member of 
this parish community at OLBH then whole 
community catechesis is for you too. 

As I mentioned before, come this fall our 
traditional classroom model of faith 
formation, which has been in place for 
decades, will come to an end. What does this 
mean? Come this fall our elementary children 
and our middle and high school youth will no 
longer be meeting every Sunday morning or 
Wednesday evening. Instead, this new model 
calls us to meet once a month as a parish 
family to learn, share, and then go out to live 
our Catholic identity in the world. 

We as a core team realize that this will not be 
an easy transition; however we are committed 


to this journey. We do not have all the 
answers and we are learning as we go along. 
We realize that we need to be patient and take 
the time we need to lay the foundation for 
whole community catechesis in our parish. 
Therefore, we are hoping to offer our first 
monthly gathering the first part of December. 

In the meantime, we will have some 
Wednesday evening youth gatherings this fall. 
Also we will start sacramental preparation for 
our children who will be making their First 
Reconciliation, First Eucharist and 
Confirmation this spring. 

Starting in the middle of September the 
members of the core team will be available for 
several weeks before and after each liturgy to 
try to answer any questions and concerns you 
may have about whole community catechesis. 

I have asked Teresa Thompson to be the 
coordinator for our whole community 
catechesis program at OLBH. Listed below 
are the names and phone numbers of those 
who are part of the core team. Again, I 
encourage you to call them and visit with 
them as we journey together in this process of 
transformation and renewal.

Update on the OLBH Library 

From Mary in the Library 
Several important saints have feast days in 
August. On the 28 lh we’ll be remembering 
Augustine. Fortunately, the OLBH Library 
has several books which will provide you with 
more information on this important doctor of 
the early church. His skills as a public 
speaker and writer contributed to the 
development of a body of Christian 
philosophy. 

Augustine led a life which could be easily 
depicted in a TV mini-series. If ever 
produced, it would be filled with the high 
drama of intellectualism and culture, 
rebellion, promiscuity, and finally conversion 
depicting his subsequent influence as a priest 
and bishop. His collected writings, simply 
called Confessions are available for checkout 
under 270.2 and are considered to be among 
the masterpieces of Christian literature. They 
reveal what a gifted teacher and successful 
public speaker he was. Augustine lived in 
Carthage, Rome and ultimately Milan, where 
he met Saint Ambrose and was converted. He 
describes his relationship with his mother 
Monica, whose influence also won him to 
Christianity. Read a summary of Confessions 
in The Catholic Classics under 820.9. 

Augustine’s life is described in several 
collected biographies of saints, found in the 
library under 920. Two biographies, located 
in 921, are specifically devoted to him. The 
most recent, written in 1999, is by Garry 
Wills, a respected writer and professor.

(GCD) Our 
understanding of the person and the way of 
Jesus continues to grow by our meditation on 
the word of God, by prayer and sacrament, by 
our efforts to follow Jesus’ example, and the 
sure guidance of the Church’s teaching.
